S.O. 3007(E).— Whereas the Central Government is of the opinion that 
it is necessary to appoint a Commission of Inquiry for the purpose of making an 
Inquiry into the shocking incident of rape and brutal assault of a young woman in 
New Delhi on 16 th December 2012; 

And whereas this gruesome incident shocked the entire nation and there were 
numerous protests causing disruption of normal life with the protesters demanding 
severe punishment including death penalty for the criminals who committed the 
heinous crime and more effective measures to improve the safety and security of 
women; 

And whereas there is a widespread demand from different sections of the 
public, particularly students’ and women’s groups and civil society members, to look 
into various aspects of the shocking incident of rape and brutal assault of a young 
woman in New Delhi on 16 th December 2012 and to put in adequate preventive 
measures to ensure that women feel safe and secure in Delhi; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by section 3 of the 
Commissions of Inquiry Act 1952 (60 of 1952), the Central Government hereby 
appoints a Commission of Inquiry consisting of Ms. Justice Usha Mehra, Retired 
Judge of the High Court, Delhi. 

2. The terms of reference of the Commission shall be 


(i) to inquire into various aspects of the shocking incident of rape and 
brutal assault of a young woman in Delhi on 16 th December 2012; 
identify the lapses, if any, on the part of the police or any other 
authority or person that contributed to the occurrence; and fix 
responsibility for the lapses and negligence on the part of the police or 
any other authority or person. 

(ii) to suggest measures to improve the safety and security of women, 
particularly in the National Capital Territory of Delhi and National 
Capital Region. 

3. The Commission shall submit its Report to the Central Government as soon 
as possible, but not later than three months from the date of its first sitting. 

4. The Commission may, if it deems fit, make interim an report to the Central 
Government before the said date on any of the matters mentioned in paragraph 2. 

5. The headquarters of the Commission shall be at New Delhi. 
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6. The Central Government Is of the opinion that, having regard to the nature of 
the inquiry to be made by the Commission and other circumstances of the case, all 
the provisions of sub-section (2), sub-section (3), sub-section (4) and sub-section (5) 
of section 5 of the said Commissions of Inquiry Act, 1952 shall be made applicable to 
the Commission and the Central Government, in exercise of the powers conferred by 
sub-section (1) of the said section 5, hereby directs that all the provisions of the said 
sub-sections (2), (3), (4) and (5) of that section shall apply to the Commission.
